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The  Milwaukee  Hospital  was  founded  nearly 
Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  for  the  reception  of  the  suffering  and  sick,  to  the 
end  that  they  might  be  “  cared  for  and  relieved  in  a  becoming  and  Chris¬ 
tian  manner,  vnthout  distinction  of  creed,  country  or  color.” 

By  the  charter  of  the  Milwaukee  Hospital,  it  is  made  the  special  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  investigate,  and  in  their  Amnual  Report  in¬ 
form  the  public  whether  or  not  the  Hospital  is  performing  its  humane  and 
Christian  mission  upon  the  basis  upon  which  it  was  organized. 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  (many  of  whom 
have  been  upon  the  Board  since  the  Hospital  was  founded),  believe  that 
in  no  case  has  any  discrimination  been  shown  to  persons  of  one  creed, 
country  or  color,  in  the  granting  of  permits,  or  in  the  care  of  the  sick; 
but  that  all  alike  have  been  the  recipients  of  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital 
since  its  establishment,  the  key  of  admission  being  the  helplessness  of  the 
applicant.  And  the  only  remaining  question  asked:  “Is  there  room  ?” 

It  is  said  that  in  Sparta,  where  all  the  citizens  ate  together,  there  was 
no  institution  for  the  sick;  and  that  neither  the  Consuls  nor  the  Empe¬ 
rors  of  Rome  thought  of  making  any  provision  for  the  poor  or  the  infirm. 
It  remained  for  a  wiser  law-giver  than  Lycurgus,  and  “  a  greater  than 
Caesar,”  to  remind  the  world  that  “  Ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always,” 
and  by  His  words  awake  man  to  the  consciousness  that  “  it  is  more  bless¬ 
ed  to  give  than  to  receive.” 

The  Milwaukee  Hospital  is  not  only  an  honor  to  its  founder,  and  to 
our  city,  but,  upon  the  basis  of  its  organization,  it  is  an  honor  to  our  race. 
Unlike  many  of  the  Charities  of  the  Old  World,  however,  it  ha3  no  en¬ 
dowment,  or  funds  in  reserve,  but  for  its  daily  wants  is  almost  dailv  de- 
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pendent  upon  the  charity  of  the  public,  the  recent  report  of  the  Treasu¬ 
rer  showing  but  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  thirty-three 
cents  in  the  treasury;  and  the  Hospital,  at  the  same  time,  providing  for 
very  many  sick  persons.  And  notwithstanding,  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Hospital,  its  wants  have  been  provided  for,  and  no  applicant  has 
been  turned  away  from  its  doors.  The  present  pressing  necessities  of 
the  Institution  are,  first,  a  debt  of  about  three  thousand  dollars,  incurred 
in  the  purchase  of  an  addition  to  its  grounds ;  and  second,  the  immediate 
and  pressing  demand  for  a  new  and  larger  building  for  the  proper  accom¬ 
modation  of  those  requiring  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  With  ade¬ 
quate  means,  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  could  be  more  widely  ex¬ 
tended.  And  if  this  charity  is  specially  endowed  by  benefactions  or 
legacies,  its  arms  can  be  more  widely  extended  to  the  relief  of  the  help¬ 
less,  the  sick  and  the  infirm 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant  is,  and  since  the  Hospital  was  established  has 
been,  its  Director,  and  upon  him  has  principally  devolved  the  labor,  care 
and  responsibility  of  its  supervision,  as  well  as  the  honor  of  being  its 
founder. 

In  concluding  this  Annual  Report,  we  may  appropriately  quote,  as  ap¬ 
plicable  to  our  Hospital,  and  as  a  just  tribute  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant 
and  his  coadjutors,  the  following  from  the  Report  of  the  “Board  of  Vis¬ 
itors”  of  a  Hospital  of  a  kindred  character  situated  in  a  sister  city,  where 
the  Doctor  has  his  residence: 

“  During  all  this  time  the  services  of  the  Director  have  been  wholly 
gratuitous.  The  daily  attendance  of  the  physicians  has  been  of  the  same 
voluntary  character,  while  the  remuneration  of  the  different  nurses  has 
been  merely  nominal,  and  less  than  would  be  cheerfully  paid  elsewhere 
to  a  single  person  engaged  in  such  laborious  serviee.  This  absence  of 
everything  selfish  or  mercenary  has  created  for  this  Institution  a  large 
measure  of  the  confidence  which  it  enjoys,  but  at  the  same  time  it  has 
contributed  materially  both  to  lessen  its  expenses  and  increase  the  means 
of  its  usefulness.  Few  hospitals  are  conducted  so  economically,  and  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  any,  where  so  large  a  number,  with  such  small 
means,  are  comfortably  cared  for,  without  money  and  without  price.” 
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To  the  Board  of  Visitors: 

Gentlemen — In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the 
Director,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  it  is  proper  to  men¬ 
tion  that  the  material  facts  and  statistics  of  the  year  which  has  just 
closed  are  given,  as  well  as  the  tables  of  income  and  expenditure,  to¬ 
gether  with  all  the  donations  since  the  publication  of  the  first  report  in 
1864.  These,  having  been  duly  examined  at  the  time  by  the  Committee 
on  Accounts,  are  also  respectfully  submitted  for  publication. 

It  is  now  nine  and  a  half  years  since  the  commencement  of  the  Mil¬ 
waukee  Hospital.  That  they  have  been  so  many  years  of  anxiety,  exer¬ 
tion  and  struggle  on  the  one  hand,  and  of  trust,  repose  and  deliverance 
on  the  other,  may  be  read  in  every  page  of  its  history.  Its  efforts  for 
life  have  imparted  vigor  to  its  life.  Its  reliance  on  Providence  has  been 
vindicated  by  the  succor  of  Providence.  To  this  hour,  the  record  of  its 
daily  life  is  the  same  as  in  the  beginning.  That  record  is  written  in  the 
words  of  the  Apostle:  '‘As  poor,  yet  making  many  rich;  as  having 
nothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things.'’  With  renewed  confidence,  and 
cheerful  hope,  we,  therefore,  again  commit  its  interests  into  the  hands  of 
God,  as  a  new  year,  with  its  new  duties  and  labors,  stretches  out  untried 
before  us. 

The  accompanying  report  of  Dr.  J.  K.  Bartlett,  the  physioian  in  charge, 
gives  the  following  statistics  concerning  the  Institution  : 

Since  its  commencement  in  August,  1863,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten 
patients  have  sought  and  found  healing  or  relief  within  its  walls.  Of 
this  number,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  were  admitted  during  the 
year  1872.  The  results  of  the  medical  treatment  and  nursing  are  seen 
in  the  gratifying  fact  that  of  this  number  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
were  discharged  cured,  six  much  improved,  and  eight  materially  relieved. 
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Seventeen  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  of  which  nine  were  from  con¬ 
fluent  small-pox,  and  four  from  consumption.  Sixteen  remained  in 
she  Hospital  on  the  first  of  January,  1873  the  date  of  the  physician’s 
report.  Of  these  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  patients,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three  were  single,  and  but  thirty  married,  showing  that  such  an 
institution  is  the  home  of  the  many  homeless  persons  in  all  communities, 
when  sickness  comes  upon  them  as  an  armed  man.  As  regards  religious 
connection,  one  hundred  and  ten  are  reported  as  Protestants,  forty- 
five  as  Roman  Catholics,  and  eight  as  Jews.  Their  nationality,  as  nearly 
as  could  be  ascertained,  was  the  following:  Thirty-three  were  natives  of 
the  United  States,  eighty-eight  of  the  various  German  States,  thirteen  of 
Norway,  three  of  Sweden,  one  of  Denmark,  two  of  Switzerland,  eight  of 
Ireland,  twelve  of  England,  and  three  of  Canada.  The  impartial  char¬ 
acter  of  this  charity  continues  the  same,  and  great  care  has  been  taken 
by  the  physicians  to  be  influenced  by  no  consideration  but  that  of  real 
suffering,  without  reference  to  faith,  color  or  nationality. 

These  statistics,  though  consisting  of  dry  figures,  nevertheless  reveal 
the  inner  workings  of  such  an  institution.  They  show  more  eloquently 
than  by  words  how  a  hospital  becomes  at  once  a  porch  of  mercy  and  a 
house  of  prayer  for  all  peoples.  The  large  number  of  unmarried  per¬ 
sons,  boarding  where  they  may  obtain  work,  and  living  as  best  they  can, 
there  find  a  Christian  home  in  their  time  of  greatest  need.  A  deeply 
interesting  class  of  these  are  young  women  in  service,  many  of  whom  were 
sick  with  small-pox,  and  but  for  the  Hospital  would  have  suffered  greatly 
or  even  died  through  inability  to  be  nursed,  or  the  dread  by  friends  of 
this  fearful  disease.  The  expressive  words  “  typhus,”  “  typhoid  fever  ” 
a>nd  “  cancer,”  in  the  “  table  of  diseases,”  draw  aside  the  veil  which 
hides  from  the  public  gaze  the  couch  of  suffering,  and  we  hear  the  moan 
of  delirium  or  the  piteous  cry  for  the  mercy  of  God  and  the  sympathy  of 
man.  The  frequent  word  “consumption,”  tells  of  nights  of  weariness  and 
days  of  wasting — of  hope  awakened  and  again  deferred,  and  of  death  com¬ 
ing  at  last  and  closing  the  scene.  The  hidden  word  “variola”  reveals 
the  most  trying  scenes  in  hospital  life,  during  which  the  unhappy  victims 
of  this  loathsome  disease,  often,  in  the  wildness  of  delirium,  seek  to 
escape  from  the  care  of  their  only  friends,  or  piteously  cry  for  a  cup  of 
cold  water  to  quench  their  feverish  thirst.  And  thus  every  column  and 
almost  every  figure  and  word  tells  its  own  story  of  suffering,  decline  and 
death,  or  of  relief,  recovery  and  invigorating  life. 

Of  the  spiritual  results  of  the  past  year’s  labors  among  the  sick,  we 
would  speak,  as  heretofore,  only  in  general  terms.  As  in  the  days  of  the 
Master,  “  many  were  coming  and  going,”  and  bearing  with  them  the 
seeds  of  the  kingdom  to  distant  places  and  to  those  near  at  hand;  so 


here,  the  sick  and  suffering  are  comers  and  goers,  some  back  into  the 
world  and  others  to  their  graves.  It  is  indeed  true,  that  many  who 
are  healed  are  as  indifferent  to  the  G-reat  Physician  as  were  the  nine 
whom  Christ  cleansed,  and  in  the  gladness  of  their  new-found  powers 
forget  to  return  and  give  thanks  to  their  deliverer.  But  it  is  equally 
true  that  now,  as  then,  His  “  word  shall  not  return  unto  Him  void.”  The 
day  shall  declare  that  many  a  wanderer  has  been  brought  back  to  a  life 
of  purity  and  peace;  that  many  a  dying  saint,  sorely  tried  by  poverty 
and  sickness,  has  been  strengthened  to  die  in  Christ  and  in  peace,  mnd 
in  addition,  that  a  testimony  has  been  witnessed  for  the  truth  as  it  is  in 
Jesus,  not  less  important  than  that  from  the  pulpit  and  far  more  convinc¬ 
ing  to  a  certain  class  of  minds,  who  study  systems  not  so  much  from 
books,  as  by  their  fruits,  in  the  elevation  of  the  fallen,  the  recovery  of 
the  lost,  and  the  relief  of  the  suffering  and  sorrowful  ones  of  earth. 

A  brief  reference  to  the  financial  coudition  of  the  Hospital  will  not  be 
out  of  place  in  this  connection.  The  amount  received  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year  from  all  sources  was  $3, 569- 
Si.  Of  this  sum,  $2,371.04  were  donations  of  iudividuals,  societies 
and  churches,  and  tw>  small  legacies,  while  $1,195.50  were  received 
from  the  patients  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  from  other  sick  persons 
who  were  able  to  make  a  small  return  for  their  board  and  nursing.  A 
balance  remained  in  the  treasury  of  1871  of  $170.21,  making  the  whole 
available  means  of  the  Hospital,  $3,739.75.  The  expenditures  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  same  time  were  $3,567.42,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$172  33  in  the  treasury.  The  details  of  these  expenses  are  as  follows: 
House  bills,  including  flour,  meat,  groceries,  &c.,  $1,217.30;  medicines 
and  medical  instruments,  $93.23  ;  furniture  and  fixtures,  $203.38  ;  im¬ 
provements  and  repairs,  $215.63 ;  wages  of  male  nurses,  $390;  ditto  of 
domestics,  $292.35;  labor  in  gardens  and  on  grounds,  $149.17  ;  in¬ 
surance,  $101.25;  fuel  and  light,  $440.20;  interest  on  debt  of 
property,  $197.52 ;  expenses  of  hor3e  and  cows,  $172.03 ;  mis¬ 
cellaneous  expenses,  $95.36.  Whatever  thoughts  this  exhibit  may 
suggest,  no  one  can  bring  against  the  Hospital  or  its  management 
the  charge  of  extravagance.  From  the  report  of  the  Physican  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  patients  alone  was  163,  and  in¬ 
cluding  the  nurses  and  attendants,  a  daily  household  of  from  25  to  30 
was  maintained  during  a  large  portion  of  the  year.  It  is  indeed  true 
that  the  gardens  and  grounds  of  the  institution  yielded  abundantly,  and 
that  there  was  no  lack  of  an  ample  supply  of  fruit  and  vegetables  of  vari¬ 
ous  kinds.  But  in  this  clime  the  soil  is  not  so  prolific  as  to  bestow  her 
generous  favors  on  anything  hut  the  most  diligent  toil — and  what  is  thus 
gained  for  the  institution  is  fairly  won  and  laboriously  worked  for  alike 
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during  summer’s  hoafc  and  winter’s  cold.  We  may,  therefore,  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  express  the  conviction  that  the  singularly  small  outlay  in  this ' 
institution  is  owing  alike  to  the  conscientious  economy  of  those  who  are 
charged  with  its  internal  affairs,  and  to  the  diligence  and  management 
which  gather  around  the  sick  so  many  of  the  comforts  and  even  luxuries 
of  life,  without  drawing  upon  any  source  but  the  soil,  which,  ueider  the 
patient  hand  of  industry,  becomes  the  fruitful  field,  and  the  kindly  bene¬ 
factress  of  the  suffering. 

Notwithstanding  the  unusual  prevalence  of  the  pestilence  in  this  cityand 
the  heavy  labors  which  fell  to  the  share  of  the  Hospital  in  consequence, 
especially  during  this  long  and  trying  winter,  we  gratefully  record  the 
merciful  exemption  from  sickness  on  the  part  of  the  physicians  and 
nurses,  and  all  others  connected  with  the  institution.  The  xindness  and 
good-will  of  the  public  has  006  changed,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  this 
year  also  made  themselves  felt  in  many  gratifying  ways  for  the  comfort 
of  the  sick  and  the  relief  of  those  who  are  charged  with  their  care.  The 
ladies  of  various  American,  German  and  Norwegian  Protestant  churches 
have  contributed  during  the  past  year,  also,  numerous  articles  of  bedding 
and  clothing,  as  well  as  many  delicacies  tor  the  sick,  while  the  congrega¬ 
tion  of  Plymouth  Ghureh  thoughtfully  furnished  the  meaus  and  re¬ 
plenished  the  ice-house  for  the  coming  year.  To  crown  these  many 
kindly  acts  of  sympathy,  the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  ac¬ 
companying  acknowledgments,  we  gratefully  mention  the  recent  effort  se 
successfully  carried  through  by  the  ladies  of  various  churches,  meeting  in 
Immanuel  Church,  who  after  several  days  of  cheerful  toil,  as  willing 
workers  in  this  cause,  made  up  the  materials  purchased  by  the  Gentle¬ 
men’s  Fund  committed  to  their  care,  and  as  the  result  of  their  work,  have 
sent  to  the  Hospital  no  less  than  231  new  and  valuable  pieces  of  clothing 
and  bedding,  and  various  other  articles  of  use.  We  forbear  to  mention 
the  names  of  any,  where  all  have  done  so  nobly  for  the  comfort  and  re¬ 
lief  of  the  suffering,  but  in  behalf  of  our  nurses,  and  the  sick  under  their 
care,  tender  these  kind  friends  our  sincerest  thanks.  We  gratefully  refer 
to  all  these  tokens  of  kindly  sympathy,  because  they  have  a  value  to  those 
who  bear  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day  which  words  cannot  express, 
while  at  the  same  time,  they  minister  in  the  most  direct  and  efficient  way, 
to  those  who  sorely  need  all  that  Christian  love  can  do  to  mitigate  their 
sufferings. 

Since  our  last  annua!  meeting,  two  legacies  have  been  received,  and  are 
acknowledged  in  the  Treasurer’s  report  of  this  year.  One  of  them,  of 
885  71,  was  from  the  late  Mrs.  C.  H.  Wolf  of  this  city,  an  early  and  de¬ 
voted  friend  of  the  Hospital,  who,  in  death  as  in  life,  divided  her  charities 
among  the  many  objects  of  her  benevolent  care.  The  other,  of  8200, 
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was  from  a  German  lady,  Mrs.  A.  Allerdings,  through  her  executor,  Oh. 
Preusser,  of  this  city.  These,  we  trust,  are  the  beginning  of  a  future 
harvest  of  similar  benefactions,  which  will  place  the  Hospital  in  a  position 
of  permanent  and  enlarged  usefulness.  We  know  of  no  method  of  mercy 
which  would  produce  a  larger  measure  of  good,  than  a  provision  for  the 
free  beds  of  the  institution,  by  gift  or  legacy,  and  commend  the  example 
of  these  departed  friends  to  those  who  yet  remain,  and  give  of  their  sym¬ 
pathies  and  means  to  its  aid. 

It  is  not  yet  ten  years  since  the  first  humble  commencement  of  this  in¬ 
stitution.  Its  entire  capital  was  two  dollars,  and  its  friends  were  so  few 
that  even  good  men  predicted  a  probable  failure.  In  looking  back  on  those 
years  of  struggle  and  work,  and  thinking  of  its  past  history — its  days  of 
labor  and  nights  of  watching,  its  embarrassments  and  its  deliverances — we 
are  made  to  realize  the  fact  that  “  the  world  passeth  away.”  Not  a  few 
of  the  early  friends  and  benefactors  of  this  charity  are  already  dead. 
The  venerable  Pastor  Muelhauser,  the  instrument  in  the  hands  of  Provi¬ 
dence — by  his  persistent  solicitations — of  its  establishment,  was  among 
the  first  to  depart,  and  on  his  death-bed  fervently  commended  the  in¬ 
stitution  to  God.  In  a  single  year  afterward  no  less  than  three  members 
of  this  Hoard — Lester  Sexton,  Greenleaf  D.  Norris  and  Gideon  P. 
ITewitt,  Sr. — were  called  away  fro  n  us.  Since  our  last  meeting  a  fourth 
member  of  the  Board,  Eliphalet  Cramer,  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  the 
departed.  But,  though  the  workmen  die,  the  work  lives.  Nearly  two 
thousand  sick,  injured  and  suffering  persons  have  found  healing  or  relief 
in  the  Hospital.  Nor  has  there  been  any  type  of  disease  too  repulsive  for 
admission,  or  any  form  of  contagion  too  deadly  for  its  care.  It  does  not 
strive  nor  cause  its  voice  to  be  beard  in  the  streets,  but  lives  as  it  began, 
in  the  consciousness  of  an  upright  purpose,  and  in  confident  faith  in  the 
care  and  providence  of  God.  The  parting  from  us  of  these  early  friends 
dare  not  depress  nor  hinder  us  in  the  work  which  remains  to  be  done. 
We  cherish  their  pleasant  memory,  and  with  iMecre  sympathy  for  their 
afflicted  households,  and  a  grateful  sense  of  their  services  for  the  suffering, 
devote  ourselves  anew  to  the  holy  undertaking  which  has  shared  our 
common  toil. 

It.  will  not  be  deemed  out  of  place,  in  thus  reviewing  the  history  of  this 
Hospital,  to  express  the  conviction  that  the  usefulness  of  this  charity 
might  be  largely  increased  with  an  iuterest  of  increase  on  the  part  of  the 
community  m  which  it  is  located.  Its  first  want  is  the  sum  of  $3,000  to 
remove  the  debt  which  yet  remains  on  the  second  purchase  of  its  grounds 
by  the  institution.  The  second  and  more  pressing  need  is  the  erection  of  a 
wing  of  the  future  Hospital.  The  present  edifice  was  built  for  a  family, 
and  is  not  well  adapted  for  hospital  purposes.  From  the  second  year  of 
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its  establishment  this  building  was  scarcely  equal  to  its  ordinary  needs, 
and  at  times  of  unusual  sickness  in  the  community,  many  have  had  to  be- 
refused  admission  because  there  was  no  room.  We  have  no  desire  to  con¬ 
ceal  the  fact  that  the  erection,  even  of  a  wing  of  the  future  Hospital  build¬ 
ing,  would  cost  a  considerable  sum.  But  in  agrowing  city  like  Milwaukee, 
in  the  midst  oi  a  great  system  of  railroads,  with  lines  of  water  travel  from 
many  directions,  entering  here — the  erection  of  such  a  Hospital  is  a  need, 
alike  for  the  present  and  the  future.  Few  places  are  to  be  found  in 
our  land  where  the  enterprise  of  the  citizens  is  crowned  with  a  richer 
Messing,  and  none,  pernaps,  in  so  young  a  community,  where  the  comforts 
'Wi  eb-g'anci.es  oi  life  more  generally  abound.  How  easy,  even  for  single 
individuals  to  associate  tneir  name  or  that  ol  some  loved  departed,  with 
..e  sacied  cause  of  mercy,  by  donating  the  amount  necessary  to  the 
ion  of  ueb  an  edifice  !  In  what  way  could  a  nobler  revenue  of  praise 
oe  secured  to  Hod  or  a  larger  measure  of  charity  be  meted  out  to  suffering 
man  ? 


Weie  it  permitted  us,  we  would  refer  in  fitting  terms  of  commendation 
and  acknowledgment,  to  the  long-continued  and  uuselfish  labors  of  the 
physician  in  charge  and  to  the  faithful  nurses  who  have  remained  at  the 
trying  post  ol  duty  during  all  the  years  of  laborious  toil,  from  the  opening 
of  the  Hospital  to  the  present  time.  But  for  their  fidelity  the  institution 
uouitl  long  since  have  been  closed,  and  it  lives  and  prospers  mainly  be¬ 
cause  of  the  sacrifices  of  time,  strength  and  service  which  they. so  freely 
make  for  its  welfare.  The  blessing  of  the  Most  High  abide  upon 
v.bcia,  and  the  benediction  of  those  ready  to  perish  descend  oa  their  heads

MILWAUKEE  HOSPITAL. 

ABSTRACT  OF  THE 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS,  &e. 


PLAN  AND  OBJECTS. 

This  Institution  combines  in  its  plan  and  objects,  the  two-fold  inten¬ 
on  of  a  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  the  more  extreme  and  dangerous 
cases  of  indigent  sick,  and  a  Hotel  for  invalids,  who,  at  a  comparatively 
small  expense,  may  obtain  the  comforts  of  home,  and  the  advantage  of 
the  best  medical  attendance  and  skillful  nursing. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  MANAGEMENT. 

The  government  and  management  of  the  Institution  is  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Managers,  who  are  elected  by  “  The  Institution  of  Protestant 
Deaconesses,”  and  whose  duties  are  defined  and  limited  by  the  Charter  of 
that  Corporation.  The  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  third  Monday  in 
January.*  It  also  meets  at  other  times,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  may  require. 

LIFE  PATRONS,  PATRONS  AND  ANNUAL  SUBSCRIBERS. 

Life  Patrons  are  constituted  by  a  donation  of  one  thousand  dollars  to 
the  funds  of  the  Institution  )  and  their  privileges  are,  to  have  always  one 
patient  on  the  books  receiving  relief,  and  a  vote  at  all  elections  in  the 
Board  of  Visitors. 

Life  Patrons  are  likewise  constituted  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  annually,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  with  the  same  rights  and 
privileges. 

Patrons. — Churches,  or  Charitable  Societies,  who  annually  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  Institution  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars,  become 
Patrons,  and  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  patrons  for  life. 

BOARD  OF  VISITORS. 

The  Board  op  Visitors  consists  of  fourteen  impartial  citizens  of 
the  City  of  Milwaukee,  who  are  elected  by  the  Life  Patrons,  and  in 
default  of  such  election,  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board.  They 
meet  annually,  on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  “  to^xamine  and  report 
for  publication,  the  condition  and  management  of  the  Milwaukee  Hospital, 
for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  buildings  and 
apartments  belonging  thereto ,  and  the  inspection  of  all  books,  papers  and 
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accounts,  relating  to  the  management  thereof.  (See  Charter.”)  It  is  also 
ruade  their  special  duty,  by  the  Charter,  “  to  investigate,  and  in  their  re¬ 
port  set  forth  any  discrimination  which  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  he 
made  m  favor  of  one  creed,  color  or  country  over  another ,  in  the  granting 
of  permits  or  the  care  of  the  sick ,  to  the  end  that  any  such  abuse  may  he 
speedily  corrected.” 

DIRECTOR. 

The  Director  of  the  Deaconess  Institution,  is,  ex  officio,  Director  of  the 
Hospital,  and  superintends  its  various  concerns,  until  circumstances  jus¬ 
tify  the  appointment  of  a  special  Director.  It  is  his  office  to  see  that  the 
respective  departments  are  properly  performed,  and  that  the  regulations 
of  the  House  are  strictly  observed  ;  to  afford,  or  cause  to  be  afforded, 
prompt  assistance  to  all  urgent  cases,  until  they  can  be  placed  under  the 
care  of  the  proper  officers,  to  whose  department  they  belong.  He  is  to 
be  amenable  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  order  and  harmony  of  the 
establishment,  and  a  discretionary  power  is  vested  in  him  of  adopting  and 
enforcing  such  temporary  arrangements  and  regulations  as  may  conduce 
to  these  ends,  until  he  can  obtain  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
thereon. 

He  is  to  superintend  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  and  provisions  for  the 
use  of  the  Institution  ;  keep  an  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  in  the  books  of  the  House,  and  draw  all  checks  and  orders  for  the 
signature  of  the  Treasurer  for  their  payment. 

It  is  likewise  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  present  a  report  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Board  pf  Visitors,  at  the  annual  meeting, 
together  with  complete  lists  of  all  donations  in  money,  and  otherwise,  to 
its  Treasury,  during  the  year;  which  report  and  lists  are  to  De  printed 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Institution. 

He  is  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  at  their  annual  meeting, 
all  vacancies  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  during  the  preceding  year, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  new  Patrons  within  the  same  time. 

He  is  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  revenues  of  the  Hospital, 
and  not  to  retain  a  larger  sum  in  his  hands  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
a  longer  time  than  one  week,  but  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  In¬ 
stitution. 

The  office  of  the  Director  is  to  be  gratuitous,  until  the  funds  of  the 
charity  allow  of  remuneration,  when  the  salary  is  to  be  commensurate 
with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  duties. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  is  to  take  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and 
to  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  notes,  documents,  leases,  &c. 

The  Treasurer  is  to  conduct  the  financial  concerns  (in  connection  with 
the  Director),  and  superintend  the  payment  of  all  moneys  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  all  checks  and  orders  signed  by  the  Director  for 
the  daily  support  of  the  House.  And  it  is  his  province,  by  suoh  a  salu¬ 
tary  and  discreet  exercise  of  his  judgment  over  the  pecuniary  affairs  of 
the  Institution,  so  to  regulate  its  income  and  expenditures  as  shall  best 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Hospital,  and  insure  its  permanent  pros¬ 
perity. 
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He  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  the  finances  of  the  Institution  to  . 
the  Director,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  so  that  his  accounts  may  be 
laid  before  the  Board  of  Visitors,  to  be  examined  and  audited  by  them  at 
their  annual  meeting,  on  the  third  Monday  of  the  same  month. 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  a  bond,  with 
good  and  sufficient  security,  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  services  required. 

PHYSICIANS. 

The  Physicians  are  required  to  have  Diplomas  from  a  regular  Medical 
College  in  the  United  States  or  Europe.  They  are  to  attend  in  rotation 
on  the  patients  in  the  Hospital,  at  such  times  and  hours  as  they  shall  mu¬ 
tually  agree  upon,  which  are  not,  however,  to  be  less  frequently  than 
four  times  during  the  week,  nor  later,  as  a  general  rule,  than  5  o’clock  in 
the  evening. 

The  Physicians,  through  one  of  their  number,  shall  present  an  annual 
report  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  of  the  number  of  patients  received  and 
discharged  during  the  preceding  year,  and  such  other  statistics  and  tables 
as  are  customary  in  similar  reports. 

They  shall  issue  all  permits  and  discharges  to  patients,  according  to 
the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Chaiter,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  Institution. 

No  one  shall  be  appointed  as  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  the  Institution, 
without  the  written  approval  of  the  other  members  of  the  medical  staff. 

MATRON. 

The  Matron  is  to  reside  at  the  Hospital,  in  the  apartments  allotted  to 
her.  She  is  to  regulate  the  duties,  and  see  to  the  good  conduct  of  the 
Sisters,  or  head-nurses  of  the  wards,  the  under-nurses,  and  female  do¬ 
mestics,  the  latter  of  whom  it  is  her  province  to  engage  and  discharge. 

The  linen,  beds,  bedding  and  furniture,  of  which  she  is  to  keep  an  ac¬ 
curate  inventory,  and  the  order,  clean  condition  and  comfortable  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  wards,  and  various  departments,  are  confided  to  her  care  and 
■  supervision. 

The  kitchens,  the  preparation  of  provisions,  and  the  diet  of  the  patients, 
are  under  her  superintendence;  and  the  various  accounts  and  details  ap¬ 
pertaining  to  her  office,  are  to  be  carefully  and  systematically  kept  for  the 
examination  of  the  Director. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  see  that  the  provisions  furnished  for 
the  Institution  are  not  wasted  ;  and  that  no  supplies  or  diets  are  drawn 
for  the  patients  in  the  wards,  which  are  not  consumed  by  the  patients 
for  whom  they  are  respectively  issued. 

Sbe  is  to  see  that  the  apparel,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  pa¬ 
tients,  are  properly  labelled  and  deposited  in  a  place  of  safety  ;  aod  to 
receive  from  the  Sisters  any  money  or  property  found  on  the  persons  of 
patients  when  admitted,  which  she  is  to  deposit  for  safe-keepitig  in  the 
hands  of  the  Director  of  the  Charity. 

Tne  Matron  is  to  go  round  the  wards  at  various  times  of  the  day,  to 
see  that  the  nurses  are  attentive  to  their  duty ;  that  the  patients  are  com¬ 
fortably,  orderly  and  properly  regulated ;  that  there  is  no  waste  of  fuel, 
light,  &c. 
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She  is  also  to  visit  the  w,ards  frequently  at  the  time  when  visitors  are 
admitted,  to  insure,  by  her  presence,  the  due  fulfilment  of  the  regulations 
for  preventing  the  introduction  of  improper  articles  of  food  and  refresh¬ 
ments  to  the  patients. 

She  is  to  see  that  the  linen,  bedding,  and  other  articles  of  domestic  use, 
are  kept  clean,  wholesome,  and  in  good  repair;  that  the  nurses  and  . 
female  convalescent  patients  are  employed  in  mending  the  linen,  should 
they  not  be  otherwise  engaged. 

She  should  see  that  all  printed  directions  for  the  nurses  and  patients, 
are  suspended  in  conspicuous  places  ;  and  that  when  they  become  illeg¬ 
ible,  new  ones  may  be  placed  in  their  stead ;  that  the  Bibles,  Prayer 
Book,  and  works  of  meditation,  are  properly  distributed  in  the  wards,  to 
the  exclusion  of  improper  books. 

SISTERS. 

The  Sisters,  or  nurses,  are  to  bo  amenable  to  the  Matron  for  the 
orderly  discipline,  regularity,  and  comfortable  condition  of  the  wards, 
the  sobriety  and  good  behavior  of  the  under-nurses  and  patients,  and  the 
proper  demeanor  of  the  persons  who  are  permitted  to  visit  them. 

The  kind  and  ready  attention  to  the  suffering  patients  in  all  their 
griefs  and  sickness — the  punctual  and  careful  administration  of  their  med¬ 
icines  and  remedies — the  comfortable  regulation  of  the  hours  of  repose, 
and  of  the  meals,  conformably  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  comprise  a 
material  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Sisters. 

The  Sisters  are  to  conduct  themselves  with  gentleness  and  humanity 
to  the  patients,  and  observe  such  discretion  and  propriety  in  their  behav¬ 
ior  as  shall  inspire  pespect,  and  cause  their  directions  to  be  properly  and 
cheerfully  obeyed. 

Whilst  they  manifest  a  proper  and  impartial  attention  to  every  patient, 
that  all  may  be  kindly  treated,  and  kept  clean  in  their  persons,  linen  and 
bedding,  and  have  their  food,  refreshments  and  medicines  regularly  and 
carefully  administered,  they  are  to  consider  as  more  particularly  under 
their  own  personal  superintendence  and  tender  care,  those  whose  cases 
are  most  dangerous,  and  those  who  have  undergone  painful  operations  for 
their  cure.  The  Sisters  are  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  effects 
of  the  medicines  prescribed  for  the  patients  of  their  wards,  that  they  may 
be  at  all  tidies  prepared  to  furnish  satisfactory  information  to  the  medical 
officers  in  Shat  respect. 

The  Sisters  are  to  be  as  much  as  possible  in  their  respective  wards,  to 
see  to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  to  insure,  by  their  vigi¬ 
lant  attention,  the  humane  conduct  of  the  under-nurse,  and  the  proper 
fulfilment  of  the  regulations  for  preventing  the  production  of  improper 
articles  of  food  or  refreshment  to  the  patients,  by  their  friends,  or  other 
persons. 

The  Sisters  are  faithfully  and  prudently  to  use  the  fuel,  light  and  hos¬ 
pital  stores,  and  see  that  they  be  not  wasted.  They  are  to  be  answerable 
to  the  Matron  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  stores,  bedding,  linen,  furniture 
and  domestic  articles  of  their  respective  wards,  of  which  they  are  to  keep 
a  correct  inventory. 
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PATIENTS. 

Those  cases  which  are  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessi¬ 
tous,  urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of 
being  relieved,  are  to  have  the  preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  in  this  Institution  : 

I.  Those  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  deemed  incapable  of  any 
relief. 

II.  Those  who  have  complaints,  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establish¬ 
ments  are  appropriated,  as  maniacs,  &c. 

III.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly 
objects  of  relief  from  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  and  public  charity. 

Patients,  on  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  at¬ 
tending  Physician  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by 
some  other  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves — their  circum¬ 
stances,  their  disorders,  or  otherwise — to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after 
being  admitted,  shall  be  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  pro¬ 
per  for  admission,  are  to  be  discharged.  ^ 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  three  months,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers,  that  a  more  lengthened 
period  will  essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health.  Exceptions  to  this 
rule,  are  those  cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable. 

PAY  PATIENTS. 

It  being  considered,  that,  in  addition  to  the  reception  of  patients  in 
destitute  circumstances,  great  benefit  might  arise  from  admitting  such 
persons  who  may  be  able  to  pay  for  their  boarding  and  accommodation, 

'  while  in  the  Hospital,  or  whose  friends  are  willing  to  do  so,  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  institution  provide  for  their  reception  at  a  moderate  rate  per 
week,  either  in  the  general  wards  or  in  private  rooms. 

Provision  is  also  made,  under  this  arrangement,  so  that  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  in  any  Township  of  the  State  or  adjoining  States,  or  any  Church, 
Ofder,  or  Benevolent  Society,  may  obtain  admittance  for  persons  under 
their  care.  Imall  such  cases,  at  least  three  weeks’  board  must  be  paid  in 
advance,  and  a  note  of  security  given  to  the  attending  Physician  for  the 
faithful  payment  of  the  remainder  j  and  in  case  of  death,  for  the  expenses 
of  interment  or  the  removal  of  the  body  from  the  Hospital. 

Persons  who  pay,  or  for  whom  payment  is  made,  are  to  be  received 
only  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  principles  and  regulations,  relating 
.to  the  admission  of  patients. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS. 

All  patients,  when  admitted,  are  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospi¬ 
tal,  to  conduct  themselves  quietly,  orderly  and  respectfully ;  to  obey  the 
directions  of  the  Matron  and  Officers,  and  to  pay  obedience  to  the  Sisters 
of  their  ward. 

They  shall  be  attentive  as  possible  to  personal  cleanliness  and  guard 
against  soiling  the  bedding  and  floors. 

They  shall  not  swear,  nor  use  abusive  or  improper  language,  nor  behave 
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indecently,  nor  cause  any  disturbance  by  loud  talking,  or  noise  of  any 
kind.  They  shall  not  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  other  game;  nor  smoke  in 
the  wards ;  nor  soil  the  paasages,  walls,  windows,  or  wainscots  of  the 
building;  nor  do  any  injury  to  the  furniture  of  the  house. 

The  men  shall  not  go  into  the  women’s  wards  or  walks;  nor  the  women 
into  those  of  the  men. 

Patients  who  are  convalescent,  shall,  if  desired,  assist  in  taking  care  of 
those  patients  whose  weakness  is  greater  than  their  own,  in  cleaning  the 
wards,  mending  or  making  the  linen  for  the  house  ;  or  in  such  employ¬ 
ment  as  the  Matron  or  Sister  of  their  ward  may  think  proper. 

Patients  refusing  to  take  the  medicines  prescribed  by  the  Physicians, 
or  to  submit  to  such  mode  of  relief  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Physicians, 
their  case  may  require,  shall  be  discharged. 

Patients  shall  not  receive  from  their  friends  or  others,  provisions,  nor 
spirituous  or  other  liquors,  unless  by  permission  of  the  attending  Physi¬ 
cians. 

Patients  Tire  not  to  offer,  nor  promise  any  money,  or  other  bribe,  to  any 
of  the  nurses  or  servants,  with  a  view  of  gaining  particular  attention,  or 
for  any  other  object  whatever. 

They  shall  not  set  up  after  half-past  eight  in  winter,  nor  after  nine  in 
summer. 

Patients  violating  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  dismissed. 
CONDITION  OF  THE  WARDS. 

The  wards  are  to  be  kept  clean,  quiet,  and  free  from  noise  of  every 
kind ;  the  atmosphere  is  to  be  kept  pure,  temperate,  and  well  ventilated. 
Loud  or  boisterous  talking  is  not  to  be  allowed.  In  the  event  of  any  irri¬ 
tating,  violent  or  offensive  language,  or  gross  misconduct  by  a  patient  or 
servant,  he  or  she  is  to  be  discharged. 

No  boxes,  baskets,  or  wooden  packages  are  to  be  brought  into  the 
wards  ;  and  all  parcels,  whether  containing  linen  or  other  articles,  are  to 
be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Matron,  or  Sister  of  the  ward. 

To  secure  quietness,  and  the  regular  observance  of  the  hours  of  rest,  so 
essential  to  the  comfort  of  the  sick,  no  patient  is  to  be  out  of  bed  after 
nine  o'clock  at  night;  and  the  hour  of  rising,  to  those  who  are  convales¬ 
cent,  is  not  to  be  later  than  seven  in  the  morning. 

No  tires  in  the  wards,  excepting  such  as  are  required  all  night,  are  to 
be  kept  up  after  nine  o’clock. 

PRAYERS  AND  RELIGIOUS  DUTIES. 

Morning  and  evening  praters,  together  with  the  reading  of  the  Scrip¬ 
ture,  shall,  if  possible,  be  daily  held  in  each  ward. 

Divine  service  is  to  be  performed  at  suitable  times  to  the  patients  and 
domestics,  at  which  all  the  resident  official  persons  of  the  establishment 
are  likewise  to  be  present. 

DIET  FOR  PATIENTS. 

The  diet  for  the  patients  is  to  be  plain  and  simple,  and  is  to  consist  of 
the  best  articles  of  the  kind,  more  especially  of  meat,  bread  and  potatoes. 
The  joints  of  meat  are  to  boiled,  that  the  broth  may  be  available  as  nutri¬ 
tious  food. 
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No  patient  is  to  be  allowed  to  infringe  the  rules  of  diet  recommended 
by  the  medical  officers;  nor  is  any  visitor,  nurse  or  other  person,  to  pro¬ 
cure  for  the  patients  any  articles  of  food  or  refreshment,  without  the  per- 
misson  of  the  Sister  of  the  ward,  who  is  first  to  obtain  tbe  sanction  of  the 
medical  officer  under  whose  care  the  patients  are  placed. 

MEDICINES. 

The  medicines  and  remedies  of  this  Charity  are  to  be  carefully  expend¬ 
ed,  and  any  waste  of  them  is  to  be  carefully  avoided. 

A  list  of  such  medical  preparations  as  are  prescribed  by  the  medical 
officers,  is  to  be  made,  which  is  to  be  retained  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Sister  in  charge  of  the  Dispensatory. 

VISITORS. 

The  days  of  visiting  are  any  week  day,  between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M. 
and  4  P.  M.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  made  in  favor  of  strangers  and 
persons  whose  friends  are  dangerously  ill. 

No  visits  are  allowed  on  Lord’s  day,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  illness, 
the  necessity  of  a  day  of  rest  and  quiet  for  the  nurses  being  a  sufficient 
reason  for  this  rule. 

Visitors  are  requested  not  to  protract  their  visits  to  an  unnecessary 
length,  as  the  patients  are  often  seriously  injured,  instead  of  being  bene¬ 
fited  thereby.'! 

All  refreshments,  packages  of  linen,  &c.,  intended  for  the  patients, 
shonld  be  given  over  to  the  Matron  or  Sister  of  the  ward,  on  entering  the 
house. 
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NOTICES. 

All  letters  relating  to  the  Institution  should  be  addressed  to  the 
“  Milwaukee  Hospital.”  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

Donations  in  money  may  be  sent  to  the  Hospital,  or  be  left  with  either 
of  the  Pastors  in  Milwaukee,  who  are  authorized  to  receipt  for  it. 

Contributions  in  produce,  groceries.  &c.,  can  be  sent  to  the  Hospital, 
the  West  Side,  beyond  the  Milwaukee  Garden,  or  be  left  at  the  Rev.  J. 
Muelhauser’s,  corner  of  Main  and  Division  streets. 

Applications  for  permits  in  behalf  of  patients,  must  be  made  to  the 
Physicians  of  the  Institution. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 


As  the  usefulness  and  permanency  of  the  Institution  depends  very 
materially  upon  its  being  endowed,  the  following  form  of  bequest  is 
annexed,  in  hopes  that  its  claims  will  not  be  forgotten  by  the  humane : 

“  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  ‘  Milwaukee  Hospital,’  of  Milwaukee, 

Wis.,  the  sum  of . dollars,  (if  real  estate,  describe  it,)  to  be  ap= 

plied  to  the  charitable  uses  and  purposes  of  said  Institution.” 
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CHARTER. 


AN  ACT  IN  EELATION  TO  THE  MILWAUKEE  HOSPITAL. 

Whereas  The  Eev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  by  the  aid  of  sundry  charitable  persons, 
has  established  a  Hospital,  known  as  the  “  Milwaukee  Hospital,1  in  the  City 
of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  in  order  that  the  suffering  and  sick  might  be  cared 
for  and  relieved  in  a  becoming  and  Christian  manner,  without  distinction  of 
creed,  country  or  color,  and  has  placed  the  same  under  the  more  immediate 
supervision  and  control  of  “The  Institution  of  Protestant  Deaconesses,”  an 
association  duly  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  and  author¬ 
ized  to  establish  and  conduct  hospitals  and  other  institutions  of  mercy  in  the 
United  States : 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ,  do 
enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  the  said  Eeverend  W.  A.  Passavant  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  assign,  convey  and  transfer  to  the  aforesaid  corporation  all 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  may  hereafter  be  held,  by  him  in 
trust  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital,  subject  to  the  same  trusts  and  consid¬ 
erations  upon  which  he  may  hold  the  same  ;  and  that  any  other  person  or  per¬ 
sons  now  holding  or  who  may  hereafter  hold  any  goods,  chattels  or  property, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  aforesaid  Hospital,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  convey,  assign  and  transfer  the  same  to  the  aforementioned  “  In¬ 
stitution  of  Protestant  Deaconesses,”  subject  to  the  trusts  and  conditions  under 
which  the  same  is  or  may  be  held  by  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  order  more  perfectly  to  secure  and  perpetuate  the  charitable 
and  impartial  character  of  this  Hospital,  Alexander  Mitchell,  Eliphalet  Cra¬ 
mer,  John  H.  Van  Dyke,  John  Henry  Inbusch,  Greenleaf  D.  Norris,  John 
Nazro,  Lester  Sexton,  Joseph  T,  Bradford,  Charles  Eisfeldt,  Gideon  P.  Hewitt, 
Erederick  Kuetmeyer,  Sr.,  John  Thomssen,  Charles  P.  Ilsley  and  W.  M.  Sin¬ 
clair,  and  their  successors,  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  constitute  a 
“  Board  of  Visitors,”  who  shall  meet  annually  on  the  third  Monday  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  to  examine  and  report  for  publication  the  condition  and  management  of 
the  Milwaukee  Hospital  aforesaid  ;  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  free  ac¬ 
cess  to  all  the  buildings,  apartments  and  grounds  belonging  thereto,  and  the 
inspection  of  all  books,  papers  and  accounts  relating  to  the  management  thereof. 
And  it  shall  be  their  special  duty  to  investigate,  and  in  their  annual  report  set 
forth,  any  discrimination  which  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  in  favor  of 
the  sick  of  one  creed,  color  or  country  over  another,  in  the  granting  of  permits 
or  the  care  of  the  sick,  to  the  end  that  such  abuse  may  be  speedily  corrected. 
All  vacancies  in  said  “  Board  of  Visitors  ”  shall  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  patrons  of  the  Hospital  hereinafter  mentioned,  at  a  meeting  con¬ 
vened  for  the  purpose,  on  the  call  of  the  surviving  members  of  the  Board,  or  in 
default  of  such  election,  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  their  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Physicians  and 
Treasurer,  all  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  aforementioned  “Institution  of 
Protestant  Deaconesses,”  shall  present  an  annual  report  <  f  their  respective  de¬ 
partments  of  the  Hospital,  to  the  ikid  Board  of  Visitors,  which,  if  so  ordered  by 
them,  shall  be  published  in  pamphlet  form. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  contributor  who  has  already  or  who  shall  hereafter  sub¬ 
scribe  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  at  a  single  benefaction,  or  who  has  sub- 
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scribed  a  less  sum,  and  shall  increase  the  same  to  one  thousand  dollars,  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  same  into  the  treasury,  shall  be  entitled  to  become  a  patron  for  life, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  and  send  in  gratuitously,  one  patient  at 
ail  times  during  the  year :  Provided,  that  the  person  so  nominated  shall  be  of 
the  condition  and  fall  within  and  comply  with  the  rules  that  may  be  established 
for  the  government  of  the  Hospital.  And  the  same  privileges  and  rights  shall 
he  conferred  on  any  person  or  corporation  paying  one  hundred  dollars  annually 
for  the  period  of  fifteen  years,  and  the  same  privileges  and  rights  to  the  free 
beds  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  conferred  on  any  church  or  religious  society  which 
shall  take  an  annual  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  annually. 

Sec.  5.  The  buildings,  grounds  and  such  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Milwau¬ 
kee  Hospital,  as  shall  be  used  by  it  for  the  humane  purposes  of  the  Institution, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Sec.  6.  The  inclosed  site  and  lands  of  this  Institution  devoted  to  Hospital  pur¬ 
poses,  shall  in  no  wise  be  affected  by  changes  which  may  be  made  in  existing 
roads  or  by  the  laying  out  of  new  streets,  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  which  consent  shall  be  obtained  at  an  annual  meeting,  or  a 
special  meeting  on  the  call  of  one -third  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  7.  No  gift  or  grant  made  to  the  “  Milwaukee  Hospital  ”  by  legacy  or 
subscription,  shall  be  lost  to  the  Institution  because  of  a  misnomer  in  the  will 
or  agreement :  Provided ,  the  purpose  of  the  testator  or  donor  was  clearly  to  ap¬ 
propriate  the  amount  specified  to  the  charitable  purposes  of  this  Institution.
